An Interesting Account of a Suffra- 
gist Meeting From the Stand- 
point of a Militant 


* The following is an account of a 
suffragist moeting held in London 
written by an ardent euffragist from 
the point of view of the militants. 
The writer is a highly educated young 
lady still in her twenties. She is a 
Doctor of Laws, and very wealthy in 
her own right. Visiting Canada this 
past summer she made the complaint 
that the reports of the doings of the 
militant suffragists were not correctly 
reported in the English press and fur- 
ther that the reports sent to Canada 
did not give a true picture of the sit- 
uation in England, She volunteered 
the following account of the meeting 
with which the militants’ fall cam- 
paign was re-opened in England, It 
is given as presenting the militant 
suffragist view: 

Yesterday, the 6th of October, saw 
the reopening of the meetings of the 
Women’s Social and Political Union. 
The debate was to take place at 3.15 
But long before that bour the hall was 
packed with men and women. Every 
woman was closely scrutinized by tho 
police as she entered, for it was ex- 
pected that Miss Annie Kenny. ore of 
the suffragist leaders, a prisoner tun- 
der the infamous ‘Cat and Mouse’ Act, 
would be there. 

Punctually at 3.15 Mrs. Dacre Fox 
and Mrs, ‘General’ Drummond came 
upon the stage, receiving wild cheers 
from the vast audience, A wonderful 
oyation greeted the elusive Miss Ken- 
ny as she came forward from behind 
a banner, 

She is a tiny, slender slip of a erea- 
ture, and no one looking at the child- 
ish figure could believe, if they did not 
know, that she is a magnificent fighter 
for the freedom of women_ and that 
she has done five or six hunger strikes. 

Mrs. Dacre Fox, as chairman, spoke 
a few words. Then Mrs. ‘General’ 
Drummond addressed the meeting. It 
was her frst meeting for many 
months, as she has been in a nursing 
home undergoing two serious opera- 
tions. Standing with the aid of a 
stick, she told us how the Government 
might break the bodies of the women, 
but it could not break their spirit in| 
their fight for political justice.

The Shortest Day of Year 


December 21 js commonly 
supposed to be the shortest day 
of the year, Though you learn- 
ed in school about this, the idea 
is erroneous, according to 
weather statistics, There is no 
shortest day. There are ten 
days on which there are only 
eight hours and thirty minutes 
of sunshine. These are the 
shortest days of the year. 
After that the lengthening out 
process begins. 

Right of these days form 
something of a freak, for seven 
of them are all together, then 
there is a break of one day on 
which the sunshine hours are 
lengthened by one minute, and 
the eigth day comes next. The 
seven days that are all in a row 
are the 18th to the 24th inclu- 
sive, the eight is the 26th. 

Another curious fact is that 
for 11 days the days are short- 
ening only at one end, that be- 
ing ut sunrise. The sun sets at 
the same time on earth of these 
days. This happens from the 
6th to the 16th inclusive. Dur- 
ing these days there are two 
days—ths 15th and 19th—on 
which the sun rises at the same 
time and sets at the same time. 


A Mistake 


The farmers of Canada are 
said to be organizing on a gig- 
antic scale to eliminate the 
middle man from _ business. 
But that isa waste of energy 
and time. Suppose the middle 
man was eliminated, the farmer 
would be little better off. It is 
the organized monopolists that 
are sucking the life blood out 
of the country. It is not the 
middleman—not' the retail 
dealers, at any rate. How 
many merchants in the towns 
and villages of this province 
has ever acquired wealth from 


big profits? They are not 
numerous. “Yet these are the 


men who suffer from organiza- 
tion of farmers to eliminate the 
middleman—these men who 
have given credit and waited 
long in many cases for their 
pay, Now, if the farmers 
would only organize to resist 
special privilege in every form 
—to put a stop to exemptions 
from taxation and to make 
every corporation pay for what 
it gets from the public, there 
would be something gained. 
The farmer pays more every 
year in exactions by protected 
manufacturers than all the 
profits of middlemen amount 
to; yet farmers will vote for 
these special privileges being 
continued and will organize to 
drive retail merchants , (who 
have befriended them) out of 
business. We cannot see tho 
justice of this. But we do be- 
lieve in cooperation to relieve 
the people of every unnecessary 
burden,—Neepawa Press, 


Dollars in Dairying

Seeding 


Now is the time for farmers 
to consider the question of a 
good seed grain supply for next 
spring. 

The greater part of the grain 
in the West was harvested 
under ideal conditions last fall 
and little difficulty should be 
met with in getting seed of 
strong vitality. Notwithstand- 
ing this there are some imdivid- 
uals and even sections of the 
Western Provinces that were 
not so fortunate at harvest 
time and now have seed of 
doubtful vitality in their gran- 
aries for the spring seeding. 

Seed of strong vitality makes 
a good start, helps to keep 
down the" weeds and finally 
gives the big yield; while seed 
of poor vitality is a sure loss, 

Therefore every farmer who 
suspects the vitality of his seed 
should send a sample to the 


Dominion Government Seed 
Laboratory, Calgary, for a ger- 
mination test. In order that 
the report of this test may be 
of greatest value to the sender, 
preparatory to sending the 
sample he should first clean his 
seed as for seeding. Too often 
seed that is badly contaminat- 
ed with weed seed is sown. 
Every year the proportion of 
Western wheat and oats which 
contains wild oats is increasing. 
Such grain must take a lower 
grade because no satisfactory 
method of separating it has 
been devised. Samples of flax 
containing 15% of weed seeds 
are only too common: this 
amounts to approximately 200 
bushels of waste per car. 
When the cost of threshing, 
handling and freight on this 
useless material is added to the 
loss occasioned by the injury to 
the growing crop, the net pro- 
fit per acre is very materially 


: lessened, 


Flax is the most badly cou: 
taminated seed which the far- 
mer sows, and since it is usually 
sown on new breaking his land 
is practically ruined at the 
start. Farmers who have 
clean farms, or farms free from 
some of the most troublesome 
weeds—wild oats, stinkweed, 
false flax, ball mustard, tumbl- 
ing mustard, ete., should be 
very careful to sow only clean 
seed. 

The Seed Laboratory at Cal- 
gary is at the disposal of the 
farmers of the public, and it is 
hoped that they will make use 
of it in their effort to obtain a 
pure seed supply. 

In former years most of the 
samples have come in to be 
tested in March and April, 
overtaxing the capacity of the 
Laboratory and sometimes 
causing a delay in reporting on 
the samples. 

It is therefore urged that 
samples be sent in as early as 
possible to avoid this delay and 
to enable the farmer to re- 
place his seed who thereby 
finds it unfit for use, 


Widening Boundaries

eager homeseekers are treking 
with all their possessions to the 
new land, in the hope of 
making a fortune.

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RACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 3 
Particles In the Eye. i 


Small substances like cinders, 
dust or smal! chips of stone or 
metal can often be removed from 
the eye by very simple means. 
Sometimes the flow of tears 
washes them out. At other 
times catching the upper lid by 
the lashes and pulling it away 
from eyeball and down over the 
lower lid, then letting it go so 
that as it recedes its under sur- 
face is swept by the edge of the 
lower lid, will clear it out, If 
this does not prove successful a 
loop made of horsehair or of a 
long human hair can be passed 
under the lid and swept from 
the outer side toward the nose 
and drawn down, : 

Better than this, however, {s 
the washing of the eye or flush- 
ing with the eye dropper. Have 
the patient catch hold of the low- 
er and upper lids, drawing them 
away from the eye, and then fill 
the dropper, which is like a 
small syringe, with water and 
flush the eye two or three times. 
‘This will always remove the cin- 
der at once. Should Hme get 
into the eye it should be treated 
in the same manner, first with 
water and then with vinegar or 
lemon juice and water—a tea- 
spoonful of vinegar or lemon 
Juice to a teacupful of water—

‘discourse, they recite everything that 
has happened to them recently and talk 
of the bardships of the road that the 
visitor bas suffered and of anything 
and everything that can arouse com- 
passion and tears. The guest, his hand 
before his face, pretends to weep and 
does not speak until ‘the crying has 
gone on for some time. Then they all 
wipe away their tears and become as 
lively and merry as if they had never 
cried in all their lives."—Exchange.

The value of 
gunpowder is dua to the fact that 
when subjected to sufficient heat it be- 
comes a gas which expands with 
frightful rapidity. The so called ex- 
plosion that takes place when a match 
is touched to gunpowder is merely a 
chemical change, during which there 
is a sudden evolution of gases from 
the original solid. It has been cal- 
culated that ordinary gunpowder on 
exploding expands about 9,000 times 
or fills a space this much larger as a 
gas than when in a solid form.

Stuffed Eggplant. 

This is on excellent dish. Cut a fine 
eggplant in half Jongihwise. Do not 
peel it, but scoop out the interior to 
within abont three-fourths of the edge. 
Use a large silver spoon for the pur- 
pose, and hold the vegetable under wa- 
ter as much as possible while doing 
£0. This prevents discoloration. As 
the Interior is removed put it also un- 
der water, and when the whole is fin- 
ished cover with new cold water, add- 
ing to every quart of water a table- 
epoonfn! of salt. Let the eggplant, 
both shell and scooped out portion, 


| rest in this salted water for two or 


three hours, or until the water turns 
dark. This is to remove its rankness. 

After soaking put the vegetable into 
fresh cold water and Jet it come to the 
‘boiling stage, Bol) antil tender, salt- 
ing the water slightly. It will take 
about half an hour's boiling, but it 
is well to cook the scooped out pulp 
longer than the shells, so as to have il 
very soft. The shells should be ten- 
der, but not so tender that they wil! 
lose their shape. Set the shells aside 
on an earthen plate. 

It !s well not to let them come inte 
contact with tin. Now mash the pleces 
of scooped out eggplant to a pulp with 
a wooden potato masher, and to every 
cupful add two or three cupfuls of 
soft breadcrumbs. Mix the two togeth- 
er, and if they need moistening in or 
der to make them cohere add a little 
milk. Season with a tiny minced on 
fon, @ secant teaspoonful of salt and a@ 
scant half teaspoonful each of thyme, 
sage and white pepper. 

A scant quarter of a teaspoonful of 
sweet marjoram may also be added. 
Mix the seasonings thoroughly with 
the stuffing and fill the prepared shell 
with it. Spread soft butter liberally 
over the top and set the shells with 
their contents in a buttered baking 
dish. Bake in a brisk oven for abous 
half an hour, or until done. 


Pumpkin Custards. 

Cut enough pumpkin into pieces te 
make a pint of pulp after being cooked, 
Place in a kettle, add half a cupful of 
water, cover the kettle and allow the 
pumpkin to steam until tender; thes 
take off the lid and allow the water te 
evaporate. Drain in a colander and 
press through, rejecting erery particle 
of moisture. Beat three eggs without 
separating, add to them a pint of rich 
milk, then the pumpkin ond half a 
cupful of sugar, a teaspoonful) of cin- 
namon and half a teaspoonful of gin- 
ger. Mix and turn into smal! custard 
cups. Set these in a pan of bot water 
and bake in the oven for half an hour, 
When done turn out of the cups and 
serve with a spoonful of cranberry 
jelly on the side of each mold. 


Chicken Hash. 

Chop fine the leftover bits of cold 
ehicken and chop with them an equal 
quantity of cold boiled potatoes. In a 
frying pan melt a tablespoonfal of 
butter and one-half tablespoon of 
chopped onion and let cook till soft, 
but not brown. Turn in the chicken 
mixture, season bighly with salt and 
pepper and a dash of worcestershire 
sauce and add, if at hand, o tablespoon- 
ful of very finely chopped green pep- 
per. Let cook till well heated, add 
one-fourth cupful of eream, remove 
the pan to the back of the range and 
let cook slowly till well browned on 
the bottom. Fo!d on a hot platter ang 
serve at once, 


Pickled Onions. 

Use the small white enions peeled 
and boiled tn equal parts of milk and 
water for ten minutes. ‘Take out and 
drain in a colander. Put two quarts 
of vinegur in a porcelain lined kettle 
with a teaspoonful of alum, half a 
tablespoonful of whole mace, a dozen 
whole cloves and two and one-half 
Seald well «all 
these ingredients, Vack the onions in 
giass jars and pour the spiced vinegar 


| very hot over them and seal, 


Bran Muffins. 

Two cupfuls coarse unsifted bran 
meal, one cupful flour, one teaspoonful 
baking soda, one-half teaspoonful salt, 
one egg, ove-half cupful molasses, one 
cupful sour milk. Do not have the 
batter too stiff or get too soft. Bake 
twenty minutes in a moderate oven. 
These biscuits have such a medicinal 
value that they should be more gen- 
erally used. As made by this rule, 
they are delicious,

OF DIDSBURY 
SWEPT BY FIRE 


es 


Every store, business house, 
hotel, and place of amusement 
in the town of Didsbury was 
destroyed by a fierce, ungovern- 
able fire which broke out on 
New Year's morning at 3.30 and 
raged for three hours. Not a 
single place of business in the 
town remains. No residences 
were distroyed, and much of the 
contents of the stores were 
saved. No person was in any 
way injured by the fire. 

The fire broke out about 3.30, 
and was first discovered by a 
bank clerk who saw the out- 
break in the rear of the Bijou 
theatre, a moving picture con- 
cern, It spread with great 
rapidity, and before the volun- 
teer fire brigade, with its fairly 
good equipment, got a chance 
to control it, had spread rapidly 
through the block. 

The property loss is some- 
where in the neighborhood of 
$250,000, but thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of goods were saved 
by the citizens, whose work of 
salvage was most effective. 

The Calgary fire chief, at the 
request of Didsbury, took a 
quantity of hose and several

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PUBLIC SCHOOLS TO COMPARISON OF 


BE IN SESSION ALL 
YEAR 


—— 


Among the important revi- 
sions and amendments to Pro- 
vineial Acts which were made 
atthe First Session of the 
Third Legislature of the Pro- 
vince of Alberta gre. those af- 
fecting the schools of the pro- 
vince. 

Under the new act all schools 
must be kept open for the 
whole year. This applies to 
rural and village schools as 
well as to town and city schools. 
All school boards are now re- 
quired to open their schools at 
the beginning of the year, and 
to keep them open throughout 
the year, closing only for such 
holidays as are allowed by the 
Ordinance. 

The School Grants Act pro- 
vides for generous grants to 
new schools in sparsely settled 
rural districts for the first four 
years. Under the old law the 
maximum grant was $273 per 
year. The new law allows for 
the first four years, including 
agricultural grant, $350, and 
after the fourth year $287. A 
comparison of the maximum 
grants to school districts in 
four provinces of Canada, shows 
Alberta at the head of the list 
by a large margin. In Ontario 
the maximum grant for new 
schools is $100, in Manitoba 
$130, in Saskatchewan $285, in 
Alberta $350. Districts four 
years and over: Ontario $100, 
Manitoba $130, Saskatchewan 
$170, Alberta $287. The aver- 
age grant for pupils in Ontario 
rural schools in 1911 amounted 
to $1.94; in Alberta $5.58. 

Town schools conducting 
classes in secondary or High 
School grades, for benefit of 
the town and rural communit- 
ies tr ibutary thereto with at 
least six pupils in average at- 
tendance, and, provided no fees 
ure charged, will receive a 
special grant. 

Under the truancy act amend- 
ment a School Inspector certi- 
fies to instruction being receiv- 
ed outside, where child is not 
attending school, instead of 
having the question decided by 
a justice, who was not always 
in a position to decide. Form- 
erly a parent could not be pro- 
secuted under the Truancy Act 
for not sending his child to 
school, if child was under ten 
years old and two miles from 
school, or over ten years and 
three miles from school. These 
distances have been increased 
to two and one-half and three 
and one-half miles respectively. 

The Department of Educa- 
tion, the Normal Schools and 
all the school inspectors are 
co-operating to secure teachers. 
The need of securing qualified 
teachers for the province is one 
to which the Department is 
fully alive and every effort is 
being made to supply the need. 

The idea is widely prevalent 
that a teaching month consists 
of 21 days. There is no such 
thing in Alberta as a teaching 
month specially defined by the 
Ordinance. The month referr- 
ed to in the Ordinance is a cal- 
ender month, and there are 
twelve such in the teachers’ 
year. Teachers are paid for 
these days in which they are 
actually at work in their pro- 
fession, and 210 such days make 
a legal teachers’ year.

Robinson-Duitman.—That a 
communication, be forwarded 
to the Village ee. intimat- 
ing that it is the feeling of the 
B. of T. that more efficient fire 
protection be procured, in the 
way of a 60 gallon chemical 
engine, and a ladder truck, 
Would also suggest the holding 
of a public meeting to organ- 
ize a-fire brigade.

ENGLISH AND 


The comgarison of retail food 
prices in England and Canada 
gives material which should 
prove food for thought to Can- 
adians. England is one of the 
most congested centres of pop- 
ulation in the world ; probably 
75 per cént..of her food has to 
be imported from every corner 
of the globe. England's popu- 
lation is 618 per square mile, 
‘Canada’s only 1.03. Canada 
grows, or should produce, every 
article of food her people need, 
except imported luxuries. Yet 
the cost of living has gone up 
much faster in Canada than in 
England, while the ordinary 
articles of food cost niuch more 
today in Canada under high 
tariff than they do in England 
under free food, 

According to the latest Eng- 
lish Board of Trade statistics, 
bread in London, England, 
costs 2.825 cents a pound. In 
Canada the price is 4 cents a 
pound, nearly twice as much, 
Yet the British loaf is largely 
made from Canadian grain, 
shipped six or seven thousand 
miles. 

Roast beef in England costs 
13 cents a pound. In this coun- 
try we cannot procure it for 
less than 15 cents. The Cana- 
dian duty on beef is three eents 
per pound, 

Mutton in English shopscosts 
from 5.76 to 15 cents a pound. 
Mutton in Canada retails at 20c. 
The Canadian duty on mutton 
is three cents per pound. 

Canadian butter retails in 
England at 27 cents a pound 
It costs Canadians from 25 to

In Canada, 
where the wheat is grown and 
made, flour retails for 4 4-5 ets. 
apound. The Canadian duty 
is sixty cents a barrel. 

Granulated sugarcosts 5cents 
a pound in Ottawa. The Lon- 
doner gets the same quality for 
4 cts,a pound. Canadian duty 
is $1.08 per hundred pounds. 

No argument can offset these 
facts. Canada grows or manu- 
factures all these articles and 
exports a good many of them 
Importation is checked by the 
tariff, The Canadian consumer 
has to pay more for them at 
home than the retailers charge 
for them in the greatest city in 
the world where naturally the 
cost of living should be higher 
than in the smaller Canadian 
apart from the cost of shipping. 
Free food means cheaper food.
